NEW YORK — The police offi- 
cers working undercover to root out 
crime in the subway thought they 
had stumbled onto a mugging when 
they saw a black man holding a 
gun on a woman while a white man 
rifled her pocketbook.

Provo leaders cleared in land swap 


PROVO — The Utah County attorney’s office has cleared Provo Mayor 
Joe Jenkins and Councilman Mark Hathaway of any wrongdoing in a 
land swap between the city and a development company. 

On Nov. 12, 1990, the city conveyed two small parcels of land in north- 
east Provo to Rock Canyon Development Inc. in exchange for one parcel 
of land. 

Last month, Councilman Ben Porter asked the attorney’s office to 
investigate the transaction because the deal was approved only by 
Jenkins, and because Hathaway is a corporate officer of Rock Canyon 
Development. Porter claimed the city council should have approved the 
transaction and Hathaway should have declared his conflict of interest. 

In a letter Monday to Porter, however, County Attorney Kay Bryson 
said Jenkins acted within the discretion allowed him as mayor and that 
Hathaway declared his conflict at an earlier council meeting. 

Bryson said the Provo Municipal Code allows the mayor to dispose of 
city property valued at less than $5,000. Utah County Assessor Ronald 
Smith said the combined value of the two parcels conveyed by Provo was 
much less than $5,000. Also, Smith said the deeds appear to correct and 
establish a set boundary for city streets. 


Payson reports 23 hepatitis cases 


PAYSON — An outbreak of hepatitis A has prompted physicians to 
warn residents, particularly children, to practice good hygiene. 

Of the 34 cases reported in Utah County recently, 23 are in the Payson 
area. The outbreak is not uncommon, however. Last year, 35 cases of 
hepatitis A were reported in Utah County. 

“We are trying to get this under control because if we don’t, something 
like this could spread to hundreds of people,” said Dr. Joseph Miner, 
director of the Utah County Health Department. 

“It is important that children especially practice good hygiene. 
Hepatitis A is commonly spread at day-care centers and other places 
where children commonly gather,” Miner said. 

“Hepatitis means an inflammation of the liver. People can get it from 
certain medications, mononucleosis, gallstones, etc. However, it is most 
commonly contracted from a viral infection,” Miner said. 


Needless counter-petition reappears 


PROVO — A petition aimed at keeping religious programming on the 
nation’s airwaves has resurfaced in Utah 17 years after the Federal 
Communications Commission denied a request to ban such programs. 

A 1974 petition seeking the ban was denied by the FCC in 1975. 

But a counter-petition opposing the proposed ban surfaces in Utah 
every year about this time, say aides to members of Utah’s congressional 
delegation. 

The counter-petition responding to the old 1974 petition is showing up 
in area mailboxes, in professors’ memo boxes at Brigham Young 
University and through PTA letters. 

The counter-petition claims that famous atheist Madalyn Murray 
O’Hair is seeking the demise of “all Sunday worship services being 
broadcast either by radio or television,” and requesting a hearing with 
the FCC. 

But O’Hair had nothing to do with the 1974 petition. 


Unstable angina treated with aspirin 


NEW ORLEANS — Aspirin, medicine’s humble standby, is as good as 
clot-busting drugs and high-tech procedures for controlling angina, dan- 
gerous chest pain that strikes 750,000 Americans annually, a major 
study concludes. 

The study, conducted on 1,392 patients, is the largest ever undertaken 
to figure out the best treatment for unstable angina, the No. 1 cause of 
admissions to hospital coronary-care units. 

“The message is that for the vast majority of patients with unstable 
angina, you can adopt a conservative approach,” said Dr. David McCall 
of the University of Texas, San Antonio. 

Aspirin already is widely used to treat the condition and is a key pre- 
ventive treatment for new or recurring heart attacks and strokes. The 
study by Boston researchers showed that the common drugs available in 
community hospitals work as well as the high-tech treatments offered at 
large medical centers. 

The pain of unstable angina is a particularly ominous sign. The condi- 
tion often results from a blood clot partially blocking a heart artery «and 
can lead to heart attack and death. The pain occurs when the heart mus- 
cle fails to get enough blood.

Two-way television, access to 
hundreds of television channels 
and more “information on demand” 
is foreseeable in the future of tele- 
vision, said David Bartlett, presi- 
dent of the Radio-Television News 
Directors Association, at the 
Communications Executive Sym- 
posium Thursday. . 

“T see in the early years of the 
21st century ... an information 
super-highway. I see the same 
amount of universal service for 
high-quality programs, digital and 
video in the country and through- 
out the world,” Bartlett said. 

One of the advancements predict- 
ed for the future in television is a 
rise in the number of channels 
available to viewers. 

“I would say — and I don’t think 
this is far-fetched at all — in the 
next century look for hundreds as 
an average number of television 
channels available to the ordinary 
person,” Bartlett said. 

“The average home today receives 
33 channels of television ... As 
recently as a decade ago, 10 years 
ago, it was only seven ... And not 
surprisingly, we are projecting no 
fewer than 50 as an average num- 
ber of channels in 1995,” he said. 

“People that have grown up with 
video games, that have grown up 
with computers, see some benefit to 
be gained, as a matter of fact, from 
a two-way relationship with the 
television ... They won’t just accept 
the notion of interactivity, they’ll 
demand it.”

Volunteer groups from Provo are 


helping to maintain the city’s Provo 
River Parkway Trail by adopting a 
section of trail to care for. 

The river trail is a seven-mile 
walking and biking trail that runs 
from Utah Lake to the mouth of 
Provo Canyon. The trail is part of 
the city’s urban forestry and beau- 
tification project designed to make 
the city more inviting to live in, 
said Ear] Williams, assistant direc- 
tor of Parks and Facilities 
Maintenance for the Provo City 
Parks and Recreation Department. 

“We picked up on the idea the 


state Kad for its Adopt-A-Highway 
program and fine-tuned it for our 
trail. The Adopt-A-Trail program 
provides individuals and groups 
with the opportunity to help main- 
tain a portion of the trail for the 
benefit of their community.” 

Volunteers are given about a one- 
half to three-quarter mile section of 
the trail to care for. Work mainly 
consists of keeping portions of the 
trail free of trash and other debris. 
However, some specialized work is 
required for certain portions of the 
trail, Williams said. 

Howard Stutz, a former BYU 
botany professor, is in charge of 
volunteer efforts on the trail and 


oversees the maintenance pro- 
grams. 

“Most of our volunteers have been 
families who come once every two 
weeks to clean their section of trail. 
However, we do get a lot of BYU 
groups who come and help,” Stutz 
said. 

Mark Meservy, a BYU graduate 
with a degree in graphic design, led 
a small group of students from the 
BYU 168th ward on a service pro- 
ject for the trail. 

“Our group enjoyed the opportu- 
nity to do something for the com- 
munity. I think it’s a program for
